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DETAILED ACTION 

The response to the final office action has overcome the final rejection and claims 1-22 
are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is a semiconductor assembly, conprising: 

• A submount having a plurality of conductive traces on a surface and a plurality of 
conductive vias that pass through a body of the submount; 

• A semiconductor array having a top portion and a bottom portions the 
semiconductor array being comprised of semiconductor elements having first 
electrical contacts on the top portion and second electrical contacts on the bottom 
portion, the semiconductor array being attached to the submount such that the 
second electrical contacts of the semiconductor elements are electrically 
connected to the conductive vias; and 

• A plurality of bonding wires electrically connecting the first electrical contacts of 
the semiconductor elements to at least two of the conductive traces. 

Reference Chun et al. (US 5,625,732) do not disclose a submount having a plurality of 
conductive vias that pass through a body of the submount. 
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Reference Okazaki et al. (US 5,298,768) do not disclose a submount having a plurality of 
conductive vias that pass through a body of the submount. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-22 are allowed.
